JORDAN AGAIN 


TOLD HIS TALE 


ONE OR TWO MEW POINTS WERE 


BROUGHT OUT. 


Witness Denied That He Approached 


Grange As An As«nt For 


The Senators. 
: 


SACRAJ1EXTO, Sept. -23.—The trinl 


of former Senator B. J. Emmons. charg- 
ed with bribery, was resumed this morn- 
ing with Joseph S. Jordan, tne news- 
paperman who acted a?- tne go-between 
for the accused senators, on the witness 
stand.!1 Jordan was'called late yesterday 
afternoon and under direct examination 
testified that he paid 'the bribe money 
to Emmons at the corner of Ninth and 
K streets. This testimony was in con- 
tradiction of that of Detectives Henry 
Hartling and George Tichenor, both of 
whom said Jordan had passed the. roll 
of marked bills to Emmons on the south 
side of K street; a short distance above 
Eighth street. 


Another .point of interest in Jordan's 


testimony yesterday afternoon was hU 
statement of meeting with Emtnons and 
Bunkers in the former's room. 
Jordan 


said he told them they were in a, bad 
fix. and the only thing to be done was 
to set the money back and have him 
take it to the senate and declare it nev- 
er went beyonfl him—that the accused 
senator? hail never received a- dollar of 
it. 
Jordan said Emmons asked if he 


could be trusted and Jordan said he re- 
plied: ''Great God, man. don't you know 
that all these 
bills 
were 
marked? 


Haven't you seen the papers?" 


According to the testimony of the 


witness, Emmons said he would try to 
get the marked bills back. 


This morning, the cross examination 


of Jordan was taken -up by Grove L. 
Johnson, leading counsel for the defcnte. 


Jordan said lie had been employed by 
Clarence Grange to write advertisement's 
for the Phoenix, but had be.;n relieved 
of this July on January 14th. Grange 
gave as a reason that the Phoenix had 
agreed to stop advertising in antici- 
pation of bills hostile to building and 
loan associations being introduced in 
the legislature. 
Grange suggested that 


.Jordan would lx> a good man to collect 
all bills aimed against these associations 
and send them to him. Jo*dan ssid lie 
was thereupon engaged by Grange to 
look out for hostile bills. 


In a. conversation he had with Harry 


Blinkers, the chairman of the committee 
on commissions and retrenchment, on 
January 20th, (to which Bunkers pre- 
viously testified.) Jordan said he asked 
for delay in the threatened investiga- 
tion of the Phoenix. Subsequently, Jor- 
dan, said he had a conversation with 
Grange over the "stalling" of the com- 
mittee. 
Grange asked him who the 


members of the committee were with 
whom they could "do business." Jordan 
said he named Senator H. A. Bauer of 
San Francisco as one, but Grange said: 
"Hell, no, Bauer is all right; he is in- 
terested in building and loan associa- 
tions." 


The witness said he then named Em- 


mons, Wright. French 
and Bunkers. 


Grange then asked about Senators Vog- 
gins and Rambo4 the other: members of 
the committee. 
Jordan said he replied 


that he regarded Coggins and Rarnbo. 
as "stiff necks" who could not be reach- 
ed. Grange sail] it would be an easy 
matter to reach the committee: that he 
had been in the building and loan busi- 
ness for fifteen years and recalled his 
experience of t\v* year* previous. 


Johnson asked Jordan if lip had ap- 


proached Grange aa the go-between of 
the combine and he replied most posi- 
tively that he did not. 


"If Grange testified that I was the 


go-between for the committee lie com- 
mitted a wilful, deliberate and mali- 
cious perjury, so help me God.'' said 
Jordan', measuring his words with de- 
liberation and putting great emphasis 
upon his pledge to the Deity.
